Imagining a garden pushing forth from miniscule seeds is hard 

to fathom—how can a garden arise from a pile of seeds that is so 

small and unassuming? You may think, can I really turn these seeds 
into thriving plants? And that is the beauty of growing from seed— 
everything needed (aside from some soil and water) to transform 

a seed into a full-fledged tomato plant or nasturtium is contained 
within its seed coat. Remember that plants grow from seed all the time 
without our help. So imagine how well they can do with a little bit of 


assistance and attention. 


Some crops, like easy-to-grow lettuces and beans, are directly sown 
into the ground. Others, like tomatoes and peppers, need a longer 
growing season and may benefit from being started indoors. While 
still others, like poppies and cosmos, are self-seeding annuals that do 
all of the work themselves. No matter what crops you decide to grow 


from seed, all you need are some seeds and some simple advice. 


Starting Seeds Indoors 


Timing is Everything 


Knowing when to start You don’t have to wait for the ideal 


or sow seeds is the first 
step in being successful. 
Plants like arugula and 
peas like to be sown 
when temperatures are 
cool. Beans and okra 
like for the soil to have 
warmed up before they 
are planted, and peppers 
and tomatoes are often 
started indoors (at least 
in cooler climates) and 
transplanted into the 
garden once the soil has 
warmed up. 


seed-starting temperature outside to 
get your garden started. Planting seeds 
indoors gives you a head start on the 
season and is pretty easy. Simply use 
seed starting trays and some soilless 
mix and set seeds in the trays at the 
depths recommended on the back of 
the seed packet. Then provide all of the 
things Mother Nature does: adequate 
light (grow lights are one option and 

a sunny windowsill another), airflow 
and ventilation (simulating light wind 
with a fan helps develop sturdier plants; 
ventilation and airflow also reduce the 
possibility of disease), and a little bit of 


water. 


Keep in mind that some plants, like 
root crops (carrots, beets, etc.), do not 
like being transplanted, so these are 


best direct seeded outdoors. 


When your soil is workable and 


outdoor temperatures are suitable 
to trigger germination (this varies 
from crop to crop, but is listed on 
seed packets), seeds can be directly 
sown outdoors. Keep in mind 

that some crops, such as beans 

and cucurbits (squash, cucumber, 
melons, watermelon), need warm 
soil (at least 60°F for beans and 70°F 


for cucurbits). Cold, wet soil can 


At our farm, the garden of our 
co-founder Diane Ott Whealy feels 
wild and romantic, because many of 
the plants are left in the garden to 
set seed and come up on their own 
the following spring. Many seeds 
that need light to germinate (listed 
on the back of a seed package) will 
easily germinate on the soil’s surface 
(the soil can be lightly worked 

if it is compacted to promote 
germination). Poppies, dill, borage, 
flowering tobacco, johnny-jump- 
ups, foxgloves, cilantro, and even 
love-in-a-mist have a tendency to 
set seed and pop up around the 


cause these seeds to rot and not 
germinate as well. Peas, beets, and 
lettuce, on the other hand, like to 
be sown when soil temperatures 
are cooler. And if you are planting 
with a child in spring you may want 
to plant radishes which are quick 

to germinate and mature. Once the 
soil warms, try sunflowers or beans, 
which are easier to handle because 


of their size. 


garden in this manner and add 
color and drama to a border or a 
vegetable garden (Diane’s Garden 
has always mixed vegetables and 
flowering ornamentals). One of 
Diane’s favorite flowers, Kiss-Me- 
Over-the-Garden-Gate, also seeds 
itself freely about, and like other 
self-sowers, it can be introduced 
into the garden quite simply. As 
soon as the conditions are right for 
sowing (conditions are listed on the 
back of the seed packet), these seeds 
can simply be broadcast over lightly 
worked soil and nature will go to 
work.

Collards thrive almost 
anywhere 


Collards are one of the few food 
crops developed in the United 
States. The name is believed to 
be a corruption of colewort, the 
English term for a form of non- 
heading cabbage. The English 
preferred cabbage, but it did 
not thrive in the Southern heat 
and humidity, whereas collards 
excelled. In fact, collards, which 
are also cold-tolerant, can be 
easily grown throughout most of 
the United States. 


Collards taste sweeter when 
harvested after a frost, and 
much of the skill in cooking 
them is learning when to stop— 
after the leaves are tender, but 
before they brown. Perfectly 
cooked collard greens are 
vibrantly bright green. 


Collards pack more nutritional 
punch than any other green 
except spinach. Many Southern 
cooks add spices to their greens, 
especially hot peppers, but 
collards are also surprisingly 
adaptable to other recipes that 
call for kale or cabbage.

Common names can be 
confusing. And some cooking
